It has long been the fancy of the poets that music is, or 
at any rate was, a kind of systematized version of the sounds 
of nature, altered and developed perhaps to an endless extent, 
but nevertheless having its origin in bird-song, the babbling of 
brooks, and the sighing of the wind in lonely trees. Walther 
von der Vogelweide gained his name, and, so it would seem, his 
bardic art, by solitary meditation in the presence of wild nature; 
Wagner’s Walther tells a similar tale of his youth, and there are 
many picturesque instances of the Singer doing homage to 
Nature as the divine mistress of his art. 

While it would be idle to investigate too literally the extent to 
which these fancies are related to fact, it cannot be denied that 
nature and music do appear in certain obvious instances to meet 
on common ground, and to that extent the conceits of the 
romanticists may be justified. But to the musician, who has 
made himself master of his art by an arduous apprenticeship of 
sheer drudgery, such things seem but flights of the unpractical 
imagination, and a hollow mockery of reality. It is true that the 
woodpecker sings a descending chromatic scale, but the intervals 
do not coincide with those of the piano, 

The cuckoo in spring contributes a moderately accurate 



but as the year advances he will slide from the minor third to a 
major one through all degrees of painful falsity without any 
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apparent shame at all, and indeed his very monotony would 
preclude his right to the name of musician. The wind wails over 
endless glissandos that might possibly be reproduced on the violin, 
but which would afford small satisfaction to the ear if they were. 

A friend and I once spent a quarter of an hour by a delicious 
mountain stream in North Wales trying to distinguish musical 
notes in the confusion of sound of which its chatteringfdiscourse 
was composed. We extracted 



and, more faintly, 



but these captives did not survive the journey to civilization. 
Deprived of their native setting, they pined and died. I have 
rung countless changes on these notes in vain, and have been 
unable to recall even a suggestion of the companionable merri¬ 
ment of those mountain waters. 

I know of but one instance of sound repeated in rhythmic 
pattern in nature. Grouse, or at least those on a certain moor 
near Berwyn, utter a cry when startled, which is quite accurately 
this :— 



The truth is that Nature and Music can each beat the other at 
its own game. You cannot find a bird that sings a good tune, 
nor can you make a good tune by copying a bird, a brook, or a 
blizzard. It is true that Beethoven has used the cuckoo call, and 
has attempted to reproduce the roar of thunder, that Bach is said 
to have had streams in his mind when he wrote some of his 
fugues, and that Smetana has a tolerably suggestive bubbling 
spring in the opening of “Vltava”; but Beethoven’s references 
are of the very freest and hardly form any vital part of the 
composition, Bach’s suggestiveness is surely open to grave doubt, 
since the same manner of movement runs through so large a part 
of his works, and Smetana’s flute-and-harp spring may be called 
the exception which proves the rule. 

Wagner is of course full of allusions to nature and natural 
phenomena, but it is worthy of note how few of the nature- 
motives are in any way derived from nature-sounds. The Rhein- 
music, the fire-music, the forest-murmurs, and the wonderful 
section of the Gotterdammerung following the Dead-march, which 
is so expressive of the tense silence of the night (to quote but a 
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few examples), while admirably eloquent of the ideas to which 
they are attached are so only because they portray by analogy, as 
it were, and not by imitation. 

The interweaving string passages in the forest-murmurs suggest 
indeed rather the look of gently stirring foliage and interlacing 
shadows than the rustle of leaves ; the fire-music with its flickering, 
sparkle, and glitter, is only fire-music by reason of the effect of 
fire upon the eye, and the insistent arpeggios of E flat in the 
“ Rheingold ” prelude only refer to the urging forward of a great 
flood of water, and have nothing to do with the roar of waterfalls 
or hiss of foam. 

And so one comes to the conclusion that what Nature supplies 
to music is raw material, which, it might be said, is better the 
more it is transformed from its original character in its conversion 
into music. And therefore perhaps the least useful things she can 
supply are her sounds. Being complete and enormously expressive 
and moving as they are, there seems no object in mutilating them 
by the imperfect imitation musical instruments can effect. On 
the other hand themes may spring unbidden into the mind of a 
musician in the presence of a great view over open country, or the 
reflection of black rocks in a mountain tarn. Such themes seem 
to him inseparable from the circumstances which gave them birth, 
and though he may be unable to convey an identical visual 
impression to his listeners, they will at least recognize his mood 
and reconstruct the detail according to their own desires. 

How frequently modern composers have gone to Nature for 
inspiration of this kind is at once apparent. A cathedral engulfed 
in the sea, the moon striking on a ruined temple, reflections in a 
still pool, the changing aspects of the sea, and the passage of 
clouds across the sky, all provide Debussy with matter for musical 
treatment. MacDowell and Grieg, earlier, both dealt very largely 
in the picturesque, and there are countless examples of the same 
thing in the works of the present-day English school of composers. 
In fact, in this rather new sense Nature and Music are just 
beginning to be very closely allied, and the free interpretation of 
the one in terms of the other is being more and more sought after, 
and composers are every day exploring new modes of transcription, 
so that the fancy of the poets is indeed becoming fact, although 
in a way of which they never dreamt. 


ftbe Spirit of tbe flDueic.

The aim of the real “art student” is to seek for the underlying spirit 
of things. The realization that music means more than sound is all- 
important, and the diligent spirit-seeker will readily see the truth of 
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this somewhat paradoxical statement. In the same sense that 
painting transcends material paint, and poetry comprises more than 
words, so does music signify, and possess, a deeper meaning than 
sound. We cannot advance very far in the world of Art without 
comprehending this fact. Musical sound, paint, and the spoken word 
are only mediums, or vehicles, for the expression of the underlying 
“something.” We must enforce this truth on ourselves perpetually, 
otherwise we fall to the material level, and end by only pfterpreting 
sound. The hidden spirit must be conscientiously sought for, and 
then made manifest through sound and silence. Music might be 
termed the “art of sound,” but it is the “art of silence” too, for every 
silent moment should be expressive, and be regarded as a necessary 
emotional factor in the making of the music. There should be no 
meaningless gaps, and every moment should be vibrant with life. 
Appreciation is a form of activity—and, perhaps, of all forces the most 
vital—for we cannot produce the beautiful without desiring it. We 
dare not neglect the practical side of things, as it is only by mentally 
sweeping away the leaves that obscure the musical road, that we can 
safely traverse that pathway when we bring our deeper powers into 
action. All the mundane elements of study must be viewed in the 
light of the imaginative ideal, and then, and then only, do we enjoy 
and profit by the prosaic part of our work. Technicalities assume a 
larger significance, and we no longer seem to be forcing our way 
through an impenetrable fog of sound complexities. The “lamp of 
imagination” must be lit, and kept burning, so that we can see and 
labour accordingly. We have to lose much of our superficial selves 
when seeking for the spirit, and must identify our deeper and more 
real individuality very closely with the all-pervading “something” in 
the music, so that eventually there is no decisive barrier between 
ourselves and the music. The absorbence of our own consciousness 
has taken place, and we become a part of expression. It is not 
always easy to find the spirit, and sometimes there is no spirit to find, 
for the creation is born of the brain. In others, this atmospheric 
influence seems to surround and envelop all things, and no escape¬ 
ment is possible. Illustrations are, perhaps, as odious as compari¬ 
sons, so I will refrain, but the insistent point is that we must try to 
reach the poet’s heart in order to interpret his poetry with any degree 
of success. 

At this point I should like to speak on the relationship between life 
and expression. It is, necessarily, an intimate one, for without life 
there can be no spiritual utterance. What we designate time, is the 
heart-beat of the music, and when that stops, expression ceases also. 
It may be a regular or irregular throb, according to the straight¬ 
forward or “rubato” feeling of the piece, but the sense of life must be 
there from first to last. It signifies nothing to tell a pupil to “play in 
time” unless we have explained why that is so imperative. Every 
music-work should be considered as a living organism, with an 
energizing heart-beat and soul of its own. It is evident that life is not 
everything, but it is also very obvious that there can be nothing 
without it. Time is, therefore, a part of expression, and, in one sense, 
the most important constituent. There is no merit in being practical, 
Unless it leads to a more perfect demonstration of the spiritual essence 
behind sound, for the love of the beautiful must inspire every physical 
endeavour. It may be opportune at this moment to emphasize the 
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fact that we must fully appreciate intellectual force and manifest it in 
performance, but not at the expense of beauty itself. 

Intellect, and all the other qualities that accompany it, are only the 
clothes of the spirit, and must, therefore, not be glorified, for the only 
quality that is worthy of adoration is beauty, unadorned and simple. 
The supreme mission of the teacher is to bring that precious reality to 
Light, even as the miner brings the hidden coal to the earth-surface. 


iTCmsic anb Colour. 

The connection, real or fancied, between music and colour has 
always had a certain fascination for some people, and many attempts 
have been made to construct apparatus by means of which colour 
schemes could be played. The most noteworthy association of the 
two arts was undoubtedly that essayed by the late Alexander 
Scriabin, the Russian composer, but unfortunately he was never able 
to perfect an invention for throwing on a screen the colours which he 
declared to be essential to the completeness of his score of “ Pro¬ 
metheus.” Consequently, whenever that work was performed in 
London and elsewhere the music had to be rendered without the 
association of colour. In the early part of this year “ Prometheus” 
was given in Chicago, where some hostile spirits hissed it. Later on, 
New York decided not only to perform the work but to overcome the 
colour difficulty, and accordingly the Electrical Testing Laboratories 
were commissioned to construct a keyboard to control the play of the 
lights. This they succeeded in doing. 

As was the case at its first performance in London, “ Prometheus ” 
was played through twice at the same concert. Although it was not 
hissed, apparently few remained to hear it a second time. As to the 
merits of the music, the critics’ opinions differed. One found some¬ 
thing to praise in it, although he remarked that so far as he could 
determine it was well played, which was rather suggestive of inability 
to comprehend what was going on. Others, more bluntly, spoke of 
cacophony, impotent invention, and grotesque combinations. 

However, the point is how far the novel association of colour with 
the music impressed them with its appropriateness, and whether it 
completed or enhanced the tonal effects. The general opinion 
seemed to be that it was a dismal failure. One paper said that so 
far as the lights were concerned it was impossible to perceive how 
they added to or intensified the meaning of the music, while others 
asserted that there was no relation between the colours and the 
music, and that they were no more than an ingenious and pretty 
show. Yet another critic was of opinion that their garish glitter had 
about as much significance in the whole scheme as a string of signal 
flags communicating the morning’s report of the coaling of a battle¬ 
ship would be in Rubinstein’s “ Ocean ” Symphony. 

A musical paper said that so far from contributing to the 
impressiveness or meaning of music, the succession of blues, greens, 
purples, reds and yellows on the screen appealed to one merely as a 
silly, childish, and annoying device which hurt the eyes, distracted 
attention from the orchestra, and perplexed the beholder with the 
inconsistency of its application. Not only were the colours different 
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in certain places at the second performance from what they had been 
at first, but tints would melt without rhyme or reason into others, 
when there was no perceptible change in the character of the music, 
and vice versa. 

From this it seems plain that the colour effects were not an 
unqualified success. That they should distract the attention is hardly 
to be wondered at, but it was a serious drawback. That they were 
not consistent or well regulated was a fatal one. This mq^be due to 
the fact that the keyboard was not in accordance with the composer’s 
own ideas, or the manipulator may have been unable to cope with 
the difficulties of his task. At any rate, the premature death of 
Scriabin has probably deprived the world of the chance of seeing 
what in his view was a satisfactory association of music and colour.

H Book bg an olt> Hcabem^ Stubent. 

Miss Maude Valerie White is well known as the writer of some 
charming songs which have gained much favour with the public, and 
the recent publication by Mr. Edward Arnold of a volume entitled 
“Friends and Memories” is an event of interest to Academicians, 
since the authoress studied at the Academy in the days when Sir 
George Macfarren was Principal, and won the Mendelssohn Scholar¬ 
ship. She gives a long account of the competition for this, which is 
all the more vivid, because several of those who come into the story 
are still—happily—living. Miss White was a pupil of Macfarren for 
harmony and composition, and found him, as did all who were 
members of his class, a splendid teacher, as well as a most patient 
man. Seldom indeed did he wax impatient with even stupid pupils. 
He entertained a higher idea of Miss White’s talent than she did 
herself, and urged her strongly to write a concerto. Yielding to his 
insistence, though much against her will, she brought up her effort 
to him in due course. She writes u He had been so kind and 
encouraging over all the songs I had written during the term, that it 
was gall and wormwood to me to think of bringing him something 
that he would cut up unmercifully. And of course, that is just what 
happened at my next lesson. He listened for a minute or so in grim 
silence “ Do you call that music ?” he growled at last. “ I said I most 
emphatically did not, and so heartily, so thankfully, did I agree with 
him that my dreary manuscript was only fit for the waste-paper 
basket, that there was nothing more to be said on the subject.” 

This frankness with regard to her own abilities is one of the 
principal characteristics on the book, and Miss White does not in the 
least object to the telling of a good story, even when the laugh is 
against her. One gets the impression that despite not very robust 
health she is a person who makes a point of looking on the bright 
side of things, and endeavours to extract some humour out of every 
situation where it is legitimate. Her life has not been a very 
adventurous one, but it has been by no means devoid of incident, and 
as during her career she has met a great many notable persons, her 
memories certainly possess the quality of interest. Autobiographies 
are not always entertaining reading, but the assertion may safely be

ventured that anyone who once begins “ Friends and Memories ” will 
be more than content to go through it to the end, without desiring to 
skip a single page, the more so, because Miss White lays no 
pretentious claim to being a fine writer, but just tells her story in a 
straightforward, light-hearted and wholly feminine way.

A lecture on “The Alliance ot Music and Poetry” was delivered by 
Dr. H. A. Harding, at Southampton, on May 15th. 

In connection with the Festival of British Music, held in May, Mr.

We regret to record the death of Mr. Edgardo Levi at the early 
age of forty-eight. He was a native of Florence, where he was born 
in 1867. For some time he studied medicine, but eventually aban¬ 
doned this profession for that of music. He studied with many 
distinguished Italian teachers, and later became an operatic conductor, 
travelling in Italy, America and England. In 1902 he was appointed 
operatic Director at the Royal Academy of Music, where he produced 
amongst others, “ Orfeo,” “ Carmen,” “ Der Freischiitz,” “ Hansel und 
Gretel,” “Colomba,” “Le Nozze di Figaro,” “Flauto Magico,” and 
“ The Cricket on the Hearth.” The brilliant success of the last will 
be fresh in the minds of readers. At the beginning of his career he 
revived at the Prince of Wales’ Theatre, with a great deal of success, 
two charming old Italian operas, “ La Serva Padrona” by Pergolese, 
and “ II maestro di Capella” by Paer. In 1903 Mr. Levi became also 
a professor of singing at the Academy, where he was very popular 
with his pupils, both by reason of his excellent tuition and his 
personal kindliness. 

One achievement in his career of which Mr. Levi was very proud 
was an edition of standard Songs and Operatic Arias by old masters 
published by Messrs. Ascherberg, Hopwood & Crew, on which he 
was engaged for nearly twenty years. We are indebted to the 
courtesy of this firm for the loan of the block from which the 
accompanying portrait is printed.

A Chamber Concert was given at Duke’s Hall on February 18th. 
The programme opened with the first two movements of Cesar 
Franck’s pianoforte quintet, played by the Misses Harriet Cohen, 
Evelyn Cooke, Muriel Snow, Margaret Savory, and Elma Godfrey. 
Miss Evelyn Cooke and Miss Godfrey were heard later, with Miss 
Mary Ramsay at the piano, in the Variations and Finale of 
Rachmaninoff’s Elegiac trio. Miss Cooke also played, with Miss 
Monica Rutland, a Serenade for violin and harp by Marcel Fournier. 
The Allegro and Scherzo from Sir A. C. Mackenzie’s quartet in E flat, 
played by Masters Josef Shadwick, Wolfe Woffinssohn, Giovanni 
Barbirolli, and Mr. Leo Livens, completed the list of concerted 
numbers and brought the concert to a close. As solo pianist Miss 
Ida Bellerby gave the Bach-Tausig Toccata and Fugue in D minor, 
and Mr. Howard Clark played the first movement of the 
“ Appassionata ” Sonata. Miss Muriel Wannell played Saint-Saens’
